Washington, January 15.—While the

Leavenworth, Kan., January 15.—Fred 
-\lexander, the negro who Saturday even- 
ing attempted to assault Miss Eva Roth 
and who was supposed to have assaulted 
and killed Pearl Forbes in this city in 
November last, was this afternoon taken 
from .the sheriff’s guard and burned at 
the stake at the scene of his crimes, 
half a dozen blocks from the center of 
the city. Probably 8,000 people witnessed 
the lynching. 

Alexander was brought to the city from 
the penitentiary at Lansing at 4:30 o’clock 
this afternoon and placed in the county 
jail. The citizens gathered in great num- 
bers and finding peaceable entrance to 
the jail impossible, armed themselves 
with railroad irons. The jail doors were 
battered down and Alexander was drag- 
ged to the scene of his crime, followed 
by hundreds of howling, frenzied men 
and boys.

Mr. Berry, of Arkansas, said the ap- 
peal was phrased in respectful language, 
was splendidly written and fully repre- 
sented the aspirations of a great body of 
the people of the islands. 

Mr. Cockrell made it perfectly clear 
that he was opposed to the authorization 
of a large standing army in the pending 
measure and declared his intention to 
vote against it. He believed it to be the 
duty of congress, however, to speedily 
pass the Dill. 

Mr. Sewell, of New Jersey, appealed for 
prompt action and added that at the 
earliest moment he would move to lay 
the rencing amendment of Mr. Bacon on 
the table. 

Bacon Wants No Big Army. 

Mr. Bacon withdrew the amendment he 
offered yesterday and proposed’ the 
amendment he offered originally, the 
amendment striking out of the hill the 
words “conferring upon the president 
power to increase from the minimum to 
the maximum limit the strength of the 
infantry, artillery and cavalry arms of 
tre service.” 

This amendment Mr. Bacon discussed at 
lengtu. He declared that the army was 
not intended to control our people and 
there was no logic in the proposition 
that. the army ought to be increased in 
proportion to the population. 

“Does the senator think,” interrupted 
Mr. Scott, of West Virginia, “that the 
vote at the polls last fall indicated that 
the American people are afraid of a 
standing army?’ 

The Georgia senator promised to answer 
the question later. 

Mr. Foraker contended there was no 
warrant for the statement that the dis- 
eretionary : power conferred upon the 
president was unprecedented. 

Mr. Berry also discussed an amend- 
ment to the army bill which he offered 
yesterday. It authorizes the president 
to disclaim any intention to exercise sov- 
ereignty over the Philippines except for 
pacification and then to leave the islands 
to the control of their people. Mr. Ber- 
ry asserted its enactment would abso- 
lutely end the Filipigo revolution within 
ten days and demonstrate that this coun- 
try was the greatest and most generous 
in the world. 

On motion of Mr. Lodge the resolution 
was referred to the committee on the 
Philippines. 

Consideration of the army organization 
bill was resumed informally, Mr. Pettus, 
Mr. Bato and Mr. Cockreljl, democratic 
members of the committee gn military af- 
fairs, making statements in opposition 
to the measure. Mr. Pe.tus said he re- 
garded a large standing army as “the 
greatest threat to the liberties of a re- 
public that could be made by mortal 
man.”’ 

Bacon and Hanna Tilt. 

Mr. Bacon then replied to the inquiry 
of Mr. Scott. He did not think the 
American people had passed upon the 
question of increasing the army. They 
had not voted upon the question whether 
the United States should pass from a 
free republic to an imperialistic govern- 
ment. He declared that the republicans 
in the campaign “took advantage of se- 
rious mistakes of their political. oppo- 
nents” and skilfully used those mistakes 
to their advantage. 

‘‘They won the fight,’’ declared Mr. Ba- 
con, “upon the financial question and 
the full dinner pail.’’ 

Mr. Hanna, chairman of the republican 
national committee, interjected that “‘eve- 
ry @&ssue made by the Kansas City con- 
vention was met and disposed of.”’ 

Mr. Bacon replied that the newspapers 
had quoted Mr. Hanna as saying that 
there was no question of imperialism in- 
volved in the campaign. 

‘The question was not one of imperial-

course. r 

Mr. Pettigrew sald he had no doubt that 
Mr. Harlan would be confirmed, but, he 
added that a yea and nay vote would be 
necessary to that accomplishment, and 
for that reason it would be necessary to 
have a quorum present when the nomi- 
nation should be acted upon. 

There was no quorum present and the 
senate adjourned without action. 


MONEY TO HANDLE THE MAILS. 


Bill Carries $122,748,658—No Pro- 
vision for Pneumatic Tubes. 
Washington, January’ 15.—The house 
committee on post offices and post 
roads today practically completed the 
post office appropriation bill. The ap- 
propriation for rural] free delivery is in- 
creased from $1,750,000 to 33,500,000. The 
usual provision for epecfal facilities be- 
tween New York and New Orleans is 
included. No provision is made for pneu- 

matic tube service. 

The bill aggregates $122,748,688, compared 
with an appropriation of $113,658,238 for 
the current fiscal year. The amount al- 
lowed for the Philippine postal service 
is $50,000, as against $200,000 for this year. 
Other items of appropriation are: 

Clerk hire $14,363,000, an increase of over 
$1,500,000; for street car service, $400,000, 
an increase of $50,000. An increase of 
$300,000 for mail,transportation by rail- 
road and $350,000 for transportation by 
star route is allowed.

Mrs, Plant's Sult To Upset 
Husband's Will on in 
Hew York, 


PLANT FEARED HIS HEIRS 
WOULD SCATTER FORTUNE 


For That Reason He Made Will To 
Keep Estate Intact for Sixty 
Years—Widow and Son Are 


Bent on Breaking 
the Will. 


New York, January 15.—The trial of the 
Action brought by Mrs. Margaret J. 
Plant in the supreme court to upset the 
will of her late husband, Henry  B. 
Plant, the railroad and steamship capi- 
talist, was begun in the supreme court 
today before Justice LeVentritt. Morti- 
mer F. Plant, the son of the plaintiff, 
Joins with her in her efforts to upset the 
will, although for the purposes of the 
action he is named as a defendant. 

Mr. Plant left an estate of $10,000,000 
and being apparently of the opinion that 
the great property, accumulated by him 
after he had attained his fiftieth year, 
might be dissipated by his immediate 
heirs, he had a will drawn with the ob- 
ject of keeping his estate intact for at 
least sixty years. 

His widow and son were left an income 
of $30,000 a year each, for which a spe- 
celal fand was created. The residue and 
accumulations were left to the eldest 
son of Mortimer F. Plant, who is now 
eight years of age, and he is not to re- 
ceive the fortune until his youngest 
child is of age. The Plant millions are 
_thus left in reality to a great grandson 
of the testator, and he cannot recover a 

_eent of the property until his youngest 
. brother or sister has. reached majority. 
The estate will, it is estimated, by that 
time be worth $100,000,000. 

The will was probated in New Haven, 
Conn., where the Plants had a summer 
Home and that state was claimed by the 
testator as his legal residence. 

The will was drawn by Joseph L. Har- 
risen, of New Haven, who is named as 
sone of the trustees. Mr. Harrison is 
named as one of the defendants by Mrs. 
Plant, as also are the other trustees, her 
son Mortimer Freeman Plant, George L. 
Tilley and Robert G. Erwin. 


Mrs. Plant asks that a receiver be 


‘appointed over certain property by the 


New York courts and that the courts 
here take entire charge of the estate. 
She prays that the w:.. and codicils be 
upheld only &s far as they are consistent 
with tne laws of this state, and that 
the defendants be directed to bring back 
into the jurisdiction of the New York 
courts alf securities and property moved 
to Connecticut. She further asks that 

ll proceedings taken there in view of 

e probate of the will be declared null 
and void. 

Mrs. Plant claims that her husband 
shortly before his death went to Connec- 
‘ticut and unexpectedly claimed a resi- 
dence there with intent to circumvent 
and ev: e the laws of New York, of 
which state he had been a resident for 


many years. 


The defendants contend that the New 


. York state courts have no jurisdiction 


and that the suit should have been 
brought in the United States courts. 
Another defense is that the will has been 
admitted to probate in Connecticut and 
that this puts an .2nd to any proceedings 
of Mrs. Plant. 3 

William D. Guthrie, for the plaintiff, 
explained how Mr. Plant went to his 
country home at Branford, Conn., his 
illness there, thence going to New Haven 


* and his death a few days later at his 


home in New York. 

Before leaving New Haven, sald Mr. 
Guthrie, he left a will with his confi- 
dential attorney there. When Mrs. Plant 
appeared before the judge in New Haven 
she learned for the first time that Mr. 


‘Plant had been made a resident there. 


Mr. Guthrie contended that the action 


- taken in New Haven did not in any way 


prevent action in this state. 
Maxwell Evarts, for the defense, said 
that whatever testimony might be 


brought forward it would be necessary 
- to dismiss the case, because the decree 


of a sister state could not be set aside, 


and the judgment of the probate court 
‘there must stand until it was appealed 
from or reversed. 

Hearing will continue tomorrow.

SHIPS SEIZED 
BY VENEZUELA 


Vessels Are To. Be Used Against 
the Revolutionists, 


AMERICANS ARE INVOLVED 


Two Steamers Are Owned by British 
and American Company, but 
They Fly the British Flag. 
Great Britain May 
Act. 


Washington, January 15.—The state de- 
partment received qa telegram this after- 
noon from Minister Loomis at Caracas, 
announcing that the Venezuelan govern- 
ment had taken possession of two steam- 
ers. belonging to the Orinoco Steamship 
Company. No details of the seizuré are 
made public. The Orinoco company is 
understood to be an American concern 
operating between Port au Spain and 
points up the Orinoco river. The head 
of the company is said to be an American 
named Alcott. Minister Loomis’ says 
they have been taken for the purpose of 
being employed against the revolution- 
ists. 

The company, it appears, has both Eng- 
lish and American stockholders, an Amer- 
ican president and an English charter. 

The state department became satisfied 


‘on a further inquiry that the Orinoco 


Steamship and Trading Company had a 
British charter and flew the British flag 
over its ships, which appeared to make 
the seizure one more properly to be 
dealt with by the British authorities. 
When a similar seizure of the British 
ship Toboga was made recently by the 
Colombian government the British war- 
ship Pheasant was speedily dispatched 
to compel the release of the Toboga. 


CLARKE LACKED ONE BALLOT. 


Montana Multi-Millionaire Not Yet 
United States Senator. 
Helena, Mont., January 15.—William A. 
Clark, of Butte, lacked one vote of the 
number required to elect him to the Unit- 
ed States senate today. The first hallot 
for senator was taken at noon by both 
houses. Two members were absent. Had 
the vote been in joint session, Clark would 
have been elected, as he received a major- 
ity of the vote cast. A joint ballot will be 
takén tomorrow. Meantime the absent 
republican members. are expected -to ar- 

rive. 

There were thirty republicans in the 
senate and house, and they voted for 
Senator Thomas H. Carter for the long 
term and former Senator Mantel, of 
Butte, for the short term. .Ten labor men 
in thé house Voted solidify for A. E. 
Spriggs for the long term, while three of 
the four independent democrats voted for 
Major Martin Maginnis, of Helena.

Death, Interrupting a Dotective, 
Shouted That Latter Was Lying. 
Chemists Swear That the 
Girl Was Given 
Poison. 


Paterson, N. J., January 15.—With an 
array of expert eVidence to show the 
cause of death, the admission of state- 
ments made by the police that one of the 


defendants made a confession of the 
crime and a sensational] interruption of 
one of the witnesses by one of the pris- 
oners, Prosecuting Attorney Enley to- 
night announced that the case of the 
state against William A. Death, Andrew 
Campbell and Walter M. McAllister, three 
of the four men accused of murdering 
Jennie Bosschieter, was complete. 

The greater part cf the day was 0Oc- 
cupied with the testimony of the medical 
experts, the most important of whom 
was Dr. Andrew F. McBride, the county 
physician, who performed the autopsy on 
the hody of the. girl, and said that 
she came to her death from the effects 
of “some poison,’’ and Professor Rudolph 
Y Witthavs. a chemist, who made a qual- 
itative and quantitative test of the stom- 
ach and other organs of the girl, de- 
clared the presence of chloral hydrate in 
sufficient quantities to show that death 
had resulted from the administering of 
this drug. 

A number of detectives and policemen 
were put upon the stand to tell of the 
arrest of the prisoners. Detective Ser- 
geant McInerney was testifying as to a 
statement made to him by Death the 
morning of his arrest. He was say!ng: 

“T went to Death’s cell and asked him 
if he had any relations with the girl 
and—’”’ 

Death instantly sprang to his ‘feet anda 
shouted: 

“You lie! you Ife!” 

His counsel pulled him down. Death 
lafer told of his arrest and of a num- 
ber of questions put to him by the police, 
but he avoided stating what it was he 
told the police. Judge Dixon then ad- 
mitted the evidence’ offthe policemen, in 
which they said Death had confessed. 

Wiliam Perry. a policeman, sald Death 
had confessed that McAllister had put 
the drug into the girl’s wine glass two or 
three times. 

Dr. Cyrus Townsend, of this city, was 
the first witness’ today... He said that 
about 2 a. m. on the morning of Octo- 
ber 14th McAllister. Kerr and Campbell 
called at his home and got him out of 
bed. "Prey told him they had a young 
woman in a carriage outside, and that 
she had met with an accident. The wit- 
ness went out and found Jennie Boss- 
dhieter in the vehicle. She was dead. 
When the witness announced the fact, 
one of the men, with trembling voice, 
asked: a 

‘Are you sure she is dead, doctor? 

The witness replied that the woman 
had been dead for at least an hour. The 
doctor then returned to his home and the 
prisoners drove away with the body. 

Detective Titus was recalled and said 
Death had admitted regarding the girl, 
‘‘Well, she certainly had the dope thrown 
into her.’’ Death said McAllister put 
knockout drops in the girl’s glass three 


times.

SEASON IS NOW OPENED 


St. Augustine Receivei the Train 
' with Evidences of Joy. 


THE HOTELS ARE READY FOR GUESTS 


Trip from Chicago Was Made With- 
out Perceptible Loss of 
. Time. 


By Edward Lowry. 

St. Augustine, Fla., January 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The Chicago and Florida special 
finished its triumphant inaugural course 
tonight at St. Augustine. The interest 
that has been manifested in the progress 
of the train from the time it began its 
run in Chicago yesterday was.in no way 
lessened as the train neared its desti- 
nation and a crowd of railway officials 
and others were on hand when it came 
into the station tonight. Many general 
passenger agents are in town attending 
the conference committee meeting of the 
Southeastern Passenger Association, and 
several of them were at the station when 
the train came in. 

Tomorrow marks the forma] opening of 
the tourists season in Florida and the 
Ponce de Leon and-the other famous ho- 
tels will open their doors for the first 
time this season. The first train of the 
New York and Florida limited service 
of the Southern arrived this afternoon 
with a full quota of passengers. All of 
the hotels now open are crowded. 

The Chicago and Florida special is des- 
tined to bring to the south this year a 
class of high class travel that has hith- 
The new 
train will tap the rich northwest and 
create a movement in this direction. It 
will give the business men of Atlanta 
what they have long sought—a fast mail 
service to Chicago and the northwest. The 
run last night from Cincinnati was full 
of incident. Coming’ out of Cincinnati, 
Superintendent Waite, of the Queen and 
Crescent, was on the train and watch in 
hand checked each of the miles as they 
were swiftly brushed behind. More than 
once for several miles at a time speed 
of more than a mile a minute was at- 
tained. Chattanooga was reached prompt- 
ly on schedule time. About five minutes 
Was lost there transferring the train to 
the Southern tracks and hitching on a 
new engine. Atlanta was the only stop 
along the route that was not reached on 
the schedule. The train left the union 
station twelve minutes behind time, but 
got into Macon precisely on schedule. 
The eighty-seven miles between Atlanta 
and Macon was covered in one hour and 
fifty-eight minutes.

Southern Lumber Manufacturifg Asso- 
ciation in Session. 


GEORGIAN MAKES ADDRESS 


Demand for Product, He Declares, 
Is Increasing. 


FOREIGN TRADE SHOWS GREAT GROWTH 


General Inspector’s Report Indicates 
a Decided Increase in Demand 
at Home and Abroad. 


Memphis, Tenn., January 15.—(Special.) 
A feature of the session of the South- 


ern Lumber Manufacturing Association in 
this city today was a brief address by 
William B. Stillwell, of the Georgia Saw 
Mill Association. Mr. Stillwell stated 
that the yellow pine men of Georgia were 
doing a splendid business and the demand 
Wag never better and prices were stiffen- 
ing. The coast trade has been é€xcep- 
tionally firm and the only thing hold- 
ing them back is the discrepancy of rates 
on the railroads. This, however, he 
thought, would be amicably adjusted. He 
predicted a great future for the yellow 
pine and Was of the opinion that the 
trade with Spain and, South Africa dur- 
ing the coming year would be a surprise 
to every lumber man. The report made 
by General Inspector J. C. Edmonds was 
important. He read a long list'of sta- 
tistics going to prove that the yellow 
pine industrv was on the rise. These fig- 
ures show a 20 per cent increase In ship- 
ments Between 1899 and 1900. Mr. Ed- 
monds stated that from personal inspec- 
tion, having traveled over 980,000 miles 
of railroad curing the past year, the yel- 
low pine industry was on the increase 
and the outlook was never brighter. He 
is of the opinion that the grades are 
beeoming more and more uniform, ana 
that all that is necessary for complete 
success is for all yellow pine manufac- 
turers to join the movement. During the

Raleigh, N. C., January 15.—(Special.)— 
The inauguration: ceremonies were car- 
ried out perfectly in every detail. About 
7,000 people were in Capitol square and as 
many more on streets near by. Governor- 
elect Aycock arrived atthe railway sta- 
tion soon after 11 o’clock and was given 
a demonstration. It was noon when the 
legislature was seated in front of the 
capitol. Half an hour later Governor- 
elect Aycock and Governor Russell, fodl- 
lowed by all other outgoing and inceming 
officers, appeared on the platform, while 
the band played “‘Dixie.’’ Master of Cere- 
montes Francis Winston said: 

“Gentlemen of the General Assembly, 
Ladies and Fellow Citizens: The inaugu- 
ration of the twenty-third elected gov- 
ernor of North Carolina will be opened 
with prayer by Rev. D. A. A. Marshall.” 

The minister prayed that the governor 
might rise above party and be governor 
of all his people, and that the memory of 
Vance, whose bronze statue was so near, 
might nerve and inspire him. Mr. Win- 
ston then presented the new officers: 

First Corporation Commissioners Mc- 
Neill and Rogers, to whom the three 
oaths were administered by Associate 
Justice Walter Clark. 

After these in succession were presented 
and sworn in: 

Labor Commissioner Varner. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Patterson. 

Attorney Genergf Gilmer. 

Superintendent ‘of Public Instruction 
Toon. 

Auditor Dixon. 

Treasurer Lair. 

Secretary of State Grimes. 

Lieutenant Governor Turner. 

As each was sworn the retiring official 
stood up. 

Governor Russell stepped forward and 
said to the legislature and people: 

“I present for qualification, according to 
the’ constitution and law, the governor- 
elect of this commonwealth.”’ 

A great demonstration came after Gov- 
ernor Aycock took the oath. He looked 
the picture of health and made a magnifi- 
cent speech, to which fhe great audience 
gave undivided attention. Governor Ay- 
cock turned to Mr. Russell and said: 

“Henceforth let hatred and strife cease 
among us.”’ 

When he concluded Governor Russell 
shook hands with him. Current comment 
is that Aycock’s is the strongest inaugu- 
ral address ever delivered here. There 
was great applause at his demands that 
henceforth ballots shall be counted as 
cast, and that all persons shall be edu- 
cated. His address made a profound im- 
pression upon republicans and P@ulists, 
who expressed admiration. 

A review of troops followed the inaugu- 
ration. The provisional regiment of in- 
fantry, twelve companies, three divisions 
of naval reserves and four companies of 
cadets passed in review, making an ap- 
pearance which impressed the governor 
and the 20,000 spectators. 

An incident of the day was the appear- 
ance near the speaker’s stand of an aged 
man with a large silk banner with the 
words “White Supremacy” on one side 
and ‘‘The Ladies’ Banner’ on the other 
side. 

Near him was a boy, on whose uplifted 
hands was perched a white rooster, from 
whose neck swung Aycock’s portrait. 
Hundreds of people wore Aycock’s pic- 
ture on the front of their hats. 

In his inaugural address Governor Ay- 
cock said: 


“Every four vears brings us a change 
of administration, but not always a 
change of policy. This year we meet un- 
der extraordinary circumstances. One 
party goes out of power and another 
comes in; one policy ends and a new one 
begins; ome century passes away and a 
new century claims our service; a new 
constitution greets the new century. For 
thirty years of the nineteenth century we 
struggled in every way against the evils 
of a suffrage based on manhood only. We 
found in the first days of that struggle 
that theory had outrun practice, and that 
reality had yielded place to sentiment. At 
that time we had just emer-eed from an 
unsuccessful and disastrous war.+ Our 
property had been swept away: our insti- 
tutions had been destroyed; the founda-

tions of our social fabric had been over- 
turned: we were helpless. <A victorious 
but ungenerous political enemy had 
crushed us to the earth. They had force@ 
upon us the recognition of theories that 
we knew could not be reduced to success- 
ful practice. We were poor, weak and 
defeated. We ‘accepted the situation.’ 
We did our best to prove the falsity of 
our convictions. We endeavored with sin- 
cerity to bring the negroes to a realiza- 
tion of the true dignity of full citizen- 
ship. We urgently strove to instill into 
their minds that their true interests were 
likewise ours. We sought with great so- 
licitude and with much sacrifice of toil 
and capital to convince them that parties 
were the servants and not the masters of 
the people, and that no past services of 
a party, however beneficial these services 
might appear, justified the destruction of 
good and safe and economical govern- 
ment in order to secure its success. We 
provided schools for them as we spent for 
our own children. We cared for theinin- 
sane and opened schools for the educa- 
tion of their afflicted and for the care and 
tuition of those who were left fatherless 
and motherless. We continued these ef- 
forts in the face of repeated evidences of 
their hostility and abated not our pur- 
poses when they repeated their follies. 
We still hoped that they would follow 
the example of the whites and divide 
their votes along the lines of govern- 
mental, industrial and moral issues. 
“The result was a disappointment. The 
negro was always to be counted upon, 
and our opponents did not hesitate at any 
excess because they knew that they had 
120,000 voters who could be relied upon to 
support eny policy, however ruinous, 
whiah bore the stamp of republicanism. 
“With this vote as a certainty, our ad- 
versaries, when they came to power after 
twenty years of defeat, dared new evils 
and wrongs. Under their rule lawless- 
ness walked the state like a pestilence. 
Death stalked abroad at noonday. ‘Sleep 
lay down armed.’ The sound of the pistol 
was more frequent than the song of the 
mockingbird. The screams. of women 
fleeing from pursuing brutes closed the 
gates of our hearts with a shock. 
“Confident of the support of this ignor- 
ant mass of negro voters, the republican 
party and its ally forgot the strength and 
determination of that people who fought 
the first fight in Alamance against bad 
government, and wrote the first Declara- 
tion of Independence in Mecklenburg. 
They challenged North Carolinians to 
combat and the world knows the result. 
The campaign of 1898 ended in a victory 
for good governrgent. That was not a 
contest of passion, but of necessity. When 
we came to power we desired merely the 
security of life, liberty and property. We 
had seen all these menaced by 120,000 ne- 
gro votes cast as the vote of one man. 
We had seen our chief city pass through 
blood and death in search of safety. We 
did not dislike the megro, but we did 
love good government. We knew that he 
was incapable of giving us that, and we 
resolvec®, not in anger, but for the safety 
of the state, to curtail his power. We 
had seen what a struggle it required to 
preserve even the form of republican gov- 
ernment with him as a voter. The negro 
was not only ignorant—he was clannish. 
“When the legislature of 1899 met it was 
confronted with these facts, and was sin- 
cerely anxious to save the good and sup- 
press the evil of those forces which had 
made our history. They therefore submit- 
ted to the people for their action an 
amendment to the constitution, which 
forbids any man to vote who cannot read 
and write. but excents from the opera- 
tion of this restrictive clause all those 
who could vote in any state on January 
lst, 1867, or at any time prior thereto. or 
who are descended from any such yoter. 
Thia. provision excludes no white man 
except persons of foreign birth not yet 
familiar with our institutions, and ex- 
cludes no negro who can read and write, 


and no negro whether he can read and 
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write who could vote at any time prior 
to 1878. This amendment to our consti- 
tution eliminates no capable negro. 

“On a hundred platforms, to half the 
voters of the state, in the late campaign, 
I pledged the state, fts strength, its heart, 
its wealth to universal education. I prom- 
ised the illiterate poor man, bound to a 
life of toil and struggle and poverty, that 
life should be brighter for his boy and 
girl than it had been for him and the 
partner of his sorrows and jovs. I pledged 
the wealth of the state to the education 
of his children. 

‘“‘Having thus provided for the right to 
vote, the further duty devolves upon you, 
gentlemen of the legislature, to pass a 
law by which that right may be made ef- 
fective—a law by which every voter quali- 
fie@ under our constitution shall have the 
power to cast one vote, and have’ that 
vote counted as cast. The safety of the- 
state and the liberty of the citizen, depend 
upon your action on this question. 

“This movement of ours was carried out 
withsuch deliberate high purpose and such 
noble earnestness that thousands of our 
political opponents joined hands with us 
in an effort to forever settle a question 
which had distressed us for thirty years. 
It was the uprising of almost an entire 
people. There was about it, indeed, in its 
spontaneousness, in its enthusiasm, in 
its determination and sturdiness of pur- 
pose and in its high aims something of 
the revolutionary spirit of 1776. 

“It shall be the earnest aim of my ad- 
ministration to foster good feeling and 
to enforce law and order throughout the 
state. The mob has no place in our cfvil- 
ization. The courts are the creation of 
the constitution, and the juries are drawn 
from the people. 

“Let us serve the state in this spirit 
and with wisdom and the people will con- 
tinue to trust us, but if we depart from 
this plain and just way, power will drop 
from our hands,.for the amendment has, 
I believe and trust, brought with it a 
freedom of thought, of criticism and of 
action that will be swift to withdraw a 
trust imposed,” 
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Notable Personal Politics. 

Following the general election, in 
which national policies for four years 
have been decided, the personal feat- 
ures developing thereafter come next 
in importance, shedding some curious 
sidelights upon the preceding cam- 
paign. 

By far the most notable personal 
campaign of the entire period is that 


iwhich has ended in the re-election of 


Hon. Matthew Stanley Quay as United 
‘States senator from Pennsylvania. 
The internal war upon Mr. Quay had 
‘its origin in the ambition of former 
Postmaster General Wanamaker to 
force himself into continued public 
‘life. Charges of personal and official 
corruption were freely launched at the 
‘senator, and through combination his 
election by the last legislature was de- 
feated. Entering into a second cam- 
paign, under a shower of vile ‘charges, 
Mr. Quay has triumphed and _ will 
henceforth be the ruling force in Penn- 
Sylvania. 


« While it must be confessed that Mr. 


Quay is a practical politician, with 
much that the term implies, those who 
pressed the charges against him were 
not themselves free frotti blame. In 
the locat contests for members of the 
legislature it was alWays in e¥idence 
that there were two campaign funds, 
80 that the real issue was the survival 
of the fittest, and in Mr. Quay that 
result has been attained. Mr. Quay 
is a man of wide sympathies, broad 
enough to take in the whole country, 
and patriotic enough to be just to 
every section. His freedom from Phar- 
iseeism is not the least of his virtues. 
The elevation of Mr. Carmack, of 
Tennessee, and Mr. Patterson, of Col- 
orado, to the United States senate, 
= two strong men to the democratic 
side of the chamber. They will be 
valuable as campaign workers. At the 
Same time, they have the trained read- 
iness of a journalistic career to make 
easy the intricacies which tie the 
‘tongues of other men until they are 
old in service. Hon. W. A. Clark re- 
turns from Montana with an uncloud- 
ed title, and will be sure of a promi- 
nent place in-the democratic councils 
of the future. Other senatorial con- 
tests in progress may present some 
surprises—notably the possible defeat 
of Mr. Cullom in Illinois. Delaware’s 
double tangle is unsolved, and prom- 
ises f6 remain in that condition. 
Looking out over the states, several 
names stand out in new relation. For- 
mer Congressman Dockery, as gov- 
ernor of Missouri, will be in the field 
fora future senatorship, in which he 
will find an older competitor, former 
Governor Stone. Mr. Durbin displaces 
Governor Mount, of Indiana, and Gov- 
érnor Stanley, of Kansas, succeeds 
himself. A young scion of an old 
family reappears in Illinois, where 
Richard Yates II becomes governor, 
and has been engaged in resisting im- 
portunities to enter the senatorial] race.

Invention and necessity 


have introduced elements which have revolutionized the methods of the 


past. 


The means of meeting these conditions are in private hands; the 


market to be served, and the one first to be considered, is the city. Coun- 
cil, representing the city, is to look out solely for the rights of the people, 
grinting such concessions only as W ill secure for the people the best return

in the next twenty-one years? Under all circumstances the city should 
have a return for valuable concessions made, and with the wonderful 
increase in values certain to come, no franchise should be issued for 
such a length of time as would deprive the city of an opportunity to re- 
vise the terms on-which they should be renewed. j 
Ten years ago Hon. Frank P. Rice and Hon. William P. Hill, in their 
places in the city council, objected to the fifty-year franchises being 
granted, and voted against them. They pointed to the certainty that in 
parting with these concessions the taxpayer was being stripped of his 
belongings, and that while the taxpayers’ burdens would be increased to 
maintain city expenses, these franchises, in the hands of men who had 


paid nothing for them, would be worth millions of dollars. 


Time has 


vindicated their contention, and today we have two rival private inter- 
ests contending for the free ownership of the city’s property. 

Suppose that today the city was in possession of her own rights, and 
should ask for competitive bids for her public franchises, is there any 
doubt of her realizing millions in cash for them? This, then, is just what 
the city has given away. A few straggling rights are left, which it be- 
hooves the city to use as a leverage for getting back what she has lost. 


One corporation is asking for an electric power franchise. 
be granted under a short franchise 1 ife, 


Let it 
with such reservations as will 


reward the city for the concession. Another company wants street car 


franchises. Here again let the same principle operate. 


Let the tax- 


payer see in both franchises a substantial beginning of that policy by 
which his burdens are to be relieved through the contributions of fran- 


chise holders. 


The city should, at the same time, be 


watchful of all 


lapses, so as to regain her lost rights whenever the legitimate oppor- 


tunity is presented. 


This leads to another consideration: 


That the city should have the 


charter so amended that no future franchises should be granted without 
due busimess consideration. The city has been milked long enough, and 
it is time that the people and the taxpayers should have some considera- 


tion.

Chicago as well. In this way Chicago 
and intervening cities along both 
lines will be brought into as close re- 
lationship with the south Atlantic 
states as are the cities of the north- 
eastern seaboard. 

An important factor pressing for 
this development will be the business 
interests of the middle west. The 
south has so grgwn in commercial im- 
portance that her trade will be courted 
in all sections, a valuable part of 
which can go to the middle west with 
the establishment of tempting railroad 
connections. There is no doubt but 
Chicago merchants would ereatly 
widen their trade in many linés if 
they would only compete for the south- 
ern trade now going to the cities of 
the northeast. To obtain it they should 
assist in the work of improved com- 
munication. Through the two ratiroad 
systems now operating from Chicago 
into the south Atlantic states, they 
reach . Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Georgia. Florida, the Carolinas and 
Alabama. The people of these states, 
in turn, would be glad of the compe- 
tition for their business. 

For these. reasons there is much im- 
portance in the new Florida line, be- 
cause it suggests better things. 


Mrs. Stanford’s College. 

The great educational institution es- 
tablished by *he late Senator Leland 
Stanford in California bids fair to de- 
generate into a mere side issue in the 
hands of his widow, who attempts to 
dictate the teachings of the various 
professors. 

The first interference of this kind 
was in the discharge of Professor Ross, 
whose ideas upon socialism did “not 
meet the approval of the lady with 
the purse. Against this summary ac- 
tion went up a protest from those in- 
terested in public education, among 
them being Professor Jordan, also of 
Mrs. Stanford’s college. His temerity 
did not fail to bring its resulf. and he 
has just received his yellow envelope, 
inclosing final salary to date. 

The principal work of the profes- 
sors of Chicago university seems to be 
the exploitation of the single virtue of 
money getting. One of the professors 
went so far as to declare Mr. John W. 
Rockefeller the equal of William 
Shakespeare. Of course, even Mr. 
Rockefeller cculd not stand this, and 
the enthusiastic professor was called 
down. 

The cause of education can be great- 
ly aided by the donations of liberal 
men, but the gifts should not be ac- 
companied by their personal super- 
vision. The best results are not to be 
attained in that way. If Mrs. Stanford. 
for instanee, would kindly take a long 
sea voyage, leaving her college to take 
care of itself, it would be vastly im- 


proved, and she would escape.a world 


of justly invited criticism. 


Duty of Business Men. 

At a banquet given recently by the 
Manufacturers’ Club of Philadelphia 
the subject of municipal government 
was taken up, and the decision reached 
that “the government of a city is a 
business proposition; it is the man- 
agement of a corporation for the best 
interests of its stockholders, so that 
the highest dividends in. health, se- 
curity, comfort and satisfaction may 
be obtained.” 

This decision brought out statements 
of opinion which have, in various 
forms, been presented by The Consti- 
tution. This was developed in the as- 
sertion that the real concern which 
members of a manufacturers’ club and 
the classes they represent have in hon- 
est and clean municipal government is 
obvious. Apart from their duties and 
responsibilities, which by reason of 
their means and intelligence are not 
light, they should, as business men 
and owners of property, refuse to sit 
supine and be robbed. They owe a 
duty to themselves and to others, and 
as to the means which they shall em- 
ploy in effecting reform, one of the 
speakers offered a very valuable sug- 
gestion. He showed how the club had 
now become a broad organization, with 
trades sections which reached out and 
bound into one. compact bddy all the 
important trades organizations in the 
city. They should have a civil sec- 
tion, the duty of which should be the 
supervising of those who are elected 
to govern the city. 

The great obstacle in the way of ef- 


fective municipal reform is the indif-

ference of the representative commer- 
cial bodies until each campaign has 
entered upon its personal phase, and 
with the antagonisms aroused interfer- 
ence is impossible. Organization in 
behalf of the city’s interests should be 
effected so far in advance that no 
individual would dare stand against 
m, and then it would be possible to 
place the city government in its right- 
ful position as representing the people 
and minimizing the personal issues 
sure to come up.

The Veterans and Politics. 

The admonition to the organized 
camps of confederate veterans, to 
avoid the snarls of politics, is timely 
and wise, since it will have the ef- 
fect of saving the camps from embar- 
rassments sure to attend such partici- 
pation. 

The politician is at all times anx- 
ious to win support, being inconsider- 
ate in some of his appeals. The con- 
federate veteran is set apart in history. 
His fame and his name belong to all 
alike. Those surviving have been hon- 
ored as representing a common cause, 
and by no act should they take part 
in the perscnal aspect of politics. The 
man who stands willing to embarrass 
the veterans by attaching them to his 
personal following as opposed to an- 
other with equal claims upon them, 
does not stand in a friendly attitude. 

Furthermore, every one knows how 
unfair are expressions of opinion se- 
cured from thinly attended meetings, 
which presume to speak for all. Out 
of such a condition would grow vexa- 
tion and controversy, sure to wreck 
the organization. The veterans will 
be wise in preserving their brother- 
hood, and in regarding all equally as 
their friends. The veteran is old and 
out of politics; the politician is young 
and lusty, and should take care of 
himself without embarrassing the fra- 
ternity of the aged men now living in 
the shade.

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The Civil Service Proposition. 
While the civil service proposition 
of Police Commissioner Patterson 
may not find full acceptance, its dis- 
cussion may accomplish some good. 
The hand of authority can be main- 
tained only by the exercise of vigilance. 
Want of firmness on part of a govern- 
ing bedy, even for a brief period, can 
work quite as much demoralization as 
a spirit of unrest among the men. 
Whenever it becomes apparent that 
duty is not the one object in view, dis- 
integration at once begins its work. 
The police commission has worked a 


great improvement in the force of At- 


lanta. While there have been periods 
of discord, they have ffinally given 
way before the higher sense of duty 
by which the commission should be 
governed. Now that the board seems 
to be #@ perfect accord, it would be a 
good time to look over the field. If 
there are improvements possible, make 
them; if the system is perfect, leave it 
alone. Under all circumstances let it 
be known that the faithful officer has 
no need of looking after his interests, 
since his record will best take care of 
that. 

True, civil- service is a hard status 
to reach, but considerable progress can 
be made without entering upon de- 
batable ground. 


Life During the Siege. 

By far the most realistic story of 
the siege of the legations in Pekin has 
come from & woman, whose experi- 
ences must have been thrilling enough 
to do her for a lifetime. 

Among the women ‘imprisoned with- 
in the fateful inclosure was Miss Mary 
Condit-Smith, who unwittingly made 
$10,000 by her foresight in keeping a 
diary. The facts which she has made 
public afe so tragic and realistic that 
it 1s doubtful if there is a parallel for 
them in history. The women were ear- 
ly made aware of the dangers to which 
they were subject, and readily agreed 
to the alterrates of suicide or death 
at the hands of their comrades on lack 
of courage to fire the fatal bullet. “We 
grew to be horribly expert in pistol 
practice,’ says Miss Smith. “Every 
woman in the legation was provided 
with a pistol and the vital spots where 
a well directed bullet would kill in- 
stantly were pointed out to her. For 
hours every day we practiced target 
shooting and firing, most horrible of 
all, with blank cartridges at ourselves 
to steady our nerves and accustom us 
to the use and subject of a pistol. At 
sight of the first boxer scaling the wall 
or foreing the gates of the legations 
we were to place the muzzle of the 


pistol in the mouth and biow off the 
top of the head. .Should any woman's 
courage fail her, the men of the lega- 
tion, down to the lowliest, were sol- 
emnly pledged to shoot the women un- 
til not ome should be left alive when 
the boxers took possession of the 
place.” An unpleasant alternative, 
surely, yet regarded as a happy escape 
from the possible fate attending cap- 
ture by the boxers. The writer thus 
continues: 

On. one never to be forgotten occasion 
we were actually lined up with the men 
in a solid line in front of us, for it was 
momentarily expected that the boxers 
would gain possession. Had they done 
so at that time, not one woman would 
have been alive, for at a given signal 
from those on the watch the men were 
to turn and shoot us down as we stood. , 

I remember on one occasion how Mrs. 
Conger made us laugh by saying that 
actually all through the siege she was 
more afraid of her husband than of any 
boxer who ever was born, for Mr. Conger 
was in such an overwrought condition 
she was mortally afraid he might shoot 
her dead on some false alarm. 

For a long time we had but two spoon- 
fuls of rice a day for each man, woman 
and child upon which to subsist for twen- 
ty-four hours. It was at such a time 
When, in our weakened, starving condi- 
tion, there came a present from the 
dowager empress. With the horses and 
mules came long sacks of flour which 
happily were ordered first examined by a 
chemist who happened to be among the 
legationers. Two of these sacks were 
found to be absolutely good, but every 
one of the others was mixed with horri- 
ble poisons. 

From these disclosures will be seen 
how inconsiderate it was to leave Min- 
ister Conger at Pekin to conduct nego- 
tiations. With the incidents of the 
siege in his head, it would be more 
than human for him to assume the de- 
liberative attitude required in diplo- 
macy. His action in signing the joint 
note with the retention of the word 
“irrevocable,” while opposed to the 
policy of the government, is perfectly 
excusable. He has cause of grievance, 
and naturally seeks revenge. The gov- 
ernment should have sent a new man 
to the scene, whose mind was not en- 
raged by the horrible scenes attendant 
upon the siege. 
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Colonel Mil!s’s Explanation. 

The evidence of Colonel Mills, super- 
intendent of West Point, before the 
congressional committee, contained 
some points going to show that the 
spirit of hazing is not at all confined to 
the boys on the parade ground. — 

Thus the report: 

In speaking ‘of the ideas of outsiders 
on hazing, Colone] Mills said that many 
thought it commendable and former grad- 
uates of the academy loked upon it in 
the same light. This encouraged the 
young men as they advanced from the 
fourth class to do the same to their 
successors as had been done to them. 

“Many parents are “sympathetic when 
their sons are fourth-class men, but their 
feelings undergo a change when their 
scns advance to the upper cjasses.”’ 

“Then you think they enjoy their sons 
getting even?’ said Mr. Wanger. 

“Yes, sir, they do, particularly the 
women,” was the colonel’s answer, which 
caused a good deal of laughter among 
the women who were listening. 

There is a great deal in being on 
the winning gide. The indignant 
mother, on hearing of the rubbing up 
given her boy, is fully repaid when a 
year later she finds that he has eagled 
a neighbor’s son to his perfect satis- 
faction.

Theodore Roosevelt’s Uncle. 

Cherokee, N. C., January I!, 1901.—Editor 
Constitution: As an historic personage has 
passed away in that of Captain James D. 
Bulloch, who died in Liverpool, England, 
January 7, I90!, it might be pleasant for 
the Georgians to know something of his his- 
tory. 

Captain James Dunwody Bulloch was the 
only child by his first marriage of Major 
James. Stephens Bulloch, who married first 
December 3!, 1817, Esther Elliott. daughter 
of United States Senator John Eliott, by 
Esther, daughter of Dr. James Dunwoody, mem- 
ber of the first executive council in Georgia. 

Captain James D,. Bulloch was formerly an 
officer in the United States navy and after- 
ward a captain in the merchant service be- 
tween New Orleans and Aspinwall. Upon the 
breaking out of the war between, the north 
and south he immediately joined the service of 
the confederate states and was sent abroad 
to represent the confederacy as naval agent in 
Europe, where he exercised his valuable tal- 
ents in rendering great aid to the ‘‘lost 
cause,’’ and though having large sums en- 
trusted to his care he came out of the con- 
fllct unscathed and covered with honon and 
glory. He had the Alabama built and took 
her out on the high seas to a port where 
he turned her over to Admiral Semmes and 
several other vessels were built fog the con- 
federacy by Captain Bulloch’s ordefs, but the 
English government would not let them out 
of port. I remember well the morning Cap- 
tain Bulloch brought the Fingal to Savannah 
with arms and munitions of war for the 
south and how the officers were entertained 
at the house of Dr. William G. Bulloch, his 
first cousin and a surgeon major in the con- 
federate states army. 

Captain Bulloch ran the blockade and. re- 
turned to Europe and after the war went in 
business tn which he succeeded at first, but 
subsequently met with disaster. 

He was a gentleman of polished manner 
and genial to all around, of high honor and 
integrity and of sterling worth like his great 
grandfather, Archibald Bulloch, president of 
Georgia 1776, and best of all, a true Chris- 
tian, It may be said that he was one of the 
foremost men the south had as a naval officer 
and he was also the author of the Secret Ser- 
vice of the Confederacy. His brother, Irvine 
Stephens Bulloch, who predeceased him, was 
the son of Major James Stephens Bulloch by 
a second: marriage to Martha Elliott, widow 
of Senator John Elliott. Irvine S. Bulloch 
was sailing master of the Alabama when sne 
fought the Kearsarge off the coast of France 
and was made a lieutenant, 

The sisters of Captain James D. Bulloch and 
Irvine S. Bulloch were Martha Bulloch, who 
married Theodore Roosevelt, of New York, and 
was the mother of Governor—now vice presi- 
dent-elect—Roosevelt, Mrs. Cowles, Mrs, Rob- 
inson and Elliott Roosevelt. Martha Bulloch 
Anna, who married James K, 
Gracie, of New York. Captain James D, Bul- 
loch married secondly Harriet, daughter of 
Brigadier General Osborne Cross, of the United 
States army, and left a family, one of whom 
is Stewart Bulloch, of Australia, and Mrs, 
Maxwell and Louisa Bulloch are all now living 
of his family. 

Captain James D. Bulloch was born June 
25, 1823, in Savannah, Ga.

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Cheering Signs of the Times. 

Washington Post: The Atlanta Constitution 
notes the success that now attends the cotton 
industry in New England as one of the best 
signs of the timés for all engaged in that bus- 
iness. It says that while calculations in favor 
of manufacturing cotton in the fleld always 
include the wiping out of the freight rate, it 
is gratifying to find that even with this to 
pay the New England mills have been phe- 
nomenally successful. The measure of this 
prosperity is indicated by the regular annual 
statement of G. M. Haffards & Co., showing 
the dividends paid by the Fall River mills. 
There is shown a total payment of $1,551,040 
on a capital of $21,241,000, or an average of 
7% per cent. This is exclusive of cash divi- 
dends of 50 per cent declared by the Border 
City and King Philip mills, with a capital of 
$1,000,000 each, one of 25 per cent by the 
Shove mills on a capital of $550,000, one of 
75 per cent by the Union on a capital of $750,- 
000, and one of 25 per cent by the Osborn on 
a capital of $600,000. The Constitution says 
that if these were-included the payments would 
be the largest made in the history of local 
manufacturing in any one year. There has 
been a steady advance of mill stocks during the 
year and a large increase of spindles and 
looms. 

Looking back two or three years to the time 
of distressful depression in the New England 
cotton industry—to the shutting down of mills, 
the appeals to the Massachusetts legislature for 
amendments of the labor laws, and the move- 
ment on congress for an impossible amend- 
ment to the United States constitution—these 
facts and figures seem almost phenomenal. 
No laws have been changed, and the increase 
of southern cotton manufacturing has contin- 
ued, yet the lately paralyzed industry in New 
England is on its feet and looks as robust as 
ever. The Arkwright Club has got over its 
fright and must be wondering how it could 
have become so panic-stricken. Meanwhile that 
club’s proposed amendment, bearing the name 
of Representative Lovering, of Taunton, and 
providing for national control of Jabor, re- 
poses in the quiet grave alongside of the anti- 
trust amendment, which originally bore the 
nafme of Representative Naphen, of Boston. 

lhe New York Press, reproducing some of the 
statistics recently published by the editor of 
The Manufacturers’ Record, as a result of a 
tour through the south, makes some predic- 
tions as to the future of that section. It says, 
among other things, that the south will manu- 
facture goods for itseif, and to some extent 
goods for the north and west; that there will 
be great prosperity in waves of an upward 
tendency, till the labor question,. now impor- 
tant in the north, forces its importance on the 
south. The @ress submits that no community 
or section can be permanegtly prosperous till 
it recognizes the fact .hat its laborers are its 
most rumerous class of citizens; that their 
wants make its best market, and consequently 
that to develop those wants and to give to 
labor shorter days and higher wages is no 
merely sentimental philanthropy, but the 
shrewdest end most practical kind of business 
sense, the best investment a business com- 
munity of whatever kind can make. 

The Press ignores some facts that are im- 
portant in any fair discussion of the ques- 
tion it has tackled. Bquality of wages north 
and south could not be secured by the adoption 
of the same scate in both sections. A mill oper- 
ative in New England might starve or freeze 
to death on wages that would afford a south- 
ern operative a good living.

It costs much more to build 
houses in a cold than a warm climate, for in 
the former they are built with a view to win- 
ter’s cold, while in the latter the summer's 
heat is the condition chiefly considered.

M’CORKLE MAKES TIMELY 
TALK ON RACE PROBLEM 


New York, January 15.—The Ninetewnth 
Century Club, of this city, gave a dinner 
at Sherry’s tonight. The principal speech 
of the evening was by ex-Gcvernor M-- 
Corkle, of West Virginia. 


Governor McCorkle discusséd the sub- 
ject of universal subjects along the lines 
suggested by the question, ‘‘Does the ex- 
perience of this republic up tu the clos» 
of the nineteenth century justify uni- 
versal manhood suffrage, or should the 
elective franchise be limited by educa- 
yg property or other qualification~’ 

First tracing the origin of the principle 
of local self-government back to the 
borough-mote in old Engiand,’the speaker 
applied it sucggessively to town, city, state 
and federal guvernments, and showed 
that the principle instead of iosing force 
had steadily gained in power during the 
nineteenth century, and that today it wus 
more strikingly confirmed and approved 
than ever betore. Even the corruptions 
existing under municipal governments in 
our great cities he declared were not to 
be altr:buted to universal suffrage, and 
in this conrection, speaking with special 
reference to New York, he said: 

“It is true, in many instances, we have 
the boss, and the ring rule, and, as coim- 
pared with the result, small deficiencies 
in effective government. But should we 
not consider the ultimate result of our 
system of general suffrage in the city? 
Broadway may not always be well swept, 
but our franchise system embracing all 
the people has made it the greatest street 
in the world. This great city, oftentimes, 
may have ineffective m@i@gement of its 
politics and finances, but its great harbor 
is crowded with the ships of all the na- 
tiens, and the world bows to its unap- 
proachable civil grandeur. Again, it has 
been frequently made the illustration of 
bad civil government under the rule of 
the people endowed with the universal 
franchise, but has not this universal] fran- 
chise created the greatest city on this 
continent? We hear of much vice in the 
city, but I challenge a ccmparison of New 
Yerk city with London or Paris. Do we 
sufficiently consider ultimate results when 
we are discussing the political manage- 
ment of civil government, both city and 
state? Beyond question, there has been 
municipal crime, but whenever it has 


manded, and in most instances effected, 
the punishment of the criminal. When 
we speak of municipal crime, does it 
compare, in anywise, with the scandals 
and the crime arising from the opening 
and improving of the new Paris? Is it fo 
be mentioned with the municipal crimes 
aft Tondon twenty vears ago. after its 
thousand vears of existence? Afe not 
the results of pooviar control ta be com- 
mended somewhat wher \ vou have ‘the 
heet svstem of nublic schdols, of eharitv 
and earrection, of fire nrotection. of parks 
and streets in the known world?” 

Governor McCorkle next went > to 
show that while municipal corruptions 
constituted no serious argument azainst 
universal suffrage that such an argument 
was to be fcund in the condition of at- 
fuirs at the south, and he proceedeci at 
some length to explain why an exception 
should be made of this section, and the 
rule of suffrage limited in its application 
to the negro. Sternly facing the facts of 
history and experience, and without 4 
dulging in florid fgures of speech, GO 
ernor McCorkle went on to say*

He wrote 
Governor Hahn, of Louisiana: Now you 
are about to have @ convention, which, 
among other things, will probably define 
the elective franchise, I barely suggest 
for your private consideration, whether 
some of the colored people may not be 
let in; as, for instance, the very intelli- 
gent, and especially those who have 
fought gallantly in our ranks. They 
would probably help in some trying time 
to come to keep the jewel of liberty in 

mily of freedom.’ 

ne wvith marvelous intuition Mr. Lincoln 
saw then that which has cost us a third 
of a century of heart burnings and mis- 
understandings and loss to learn, that 
the governmental problem of the north 
and west to be solved by a people of the 
same race and color, homogeneous in ed- 
ucational and civil traditions, was totally 
different in every element from that to 
be worked out by the south, with its 
Causasian civilization intermixed with, 
and oftentimes dominated in num- 
bers by, a race different in color, genius 
and tradition, and just emergin from 
centuries of slavery. But Mr, Lincoln’s 
death blasted the hopes of the south, and 
in the war between congress and Andrew 
Johnson, the south fell heir to the horrors 
of reconstruction, 

‘‘Personally, I have earnestly urged that 
the south should adopt an inflexible exiu- 
cational or’ property basis, administered 
fairly for both white and black. I be- 
lieve that this would work out the ques- 
tion, and the south is graduaily arriving 
at the conclusion that f can, by consti- 
tutional method, preserve the spirit of the 
constitution and save its civilization. It 
desires and intends to give the negro 
his constitutional rights, and has only 
been heretofore debarred from so doing 
by the fear of the destruction of that 
which a state holds most sacred. The

In our im- 
poverishment, we have given one hundred 
millton dollars to the education of the 
negro, and we afe today impartially di- 
dea with him our every dollar, in or- 
der that we may work out for this coun- 
try and for mankind the darkest riddle 
which has ever confronted and perplexed 
civilization. Whflst the south is doing 
her part, the negro has responded nobly 
by a splendid progress in education and 
in those virtues which will ultimately 
make him useful instead of a menace 
to civilization.” 

Governor McCorkle denied the charge 
that the spirit of democracy in this coun- 
try was undermining the home life of the 
People and threatening the nation’s 
growth. He deplored the existence of 
commercialism and infidelity and other 
evils which had developed with our 
civilization, but he felt that none of them 
were due to universal suffrage and he felt 
that the remedy for them lay in the homes 
of the people of the land, Said he: 

“Despite casuist and statistician, above 
the giory of man's ettort and SUCCESS, 
more potent than power or prestige, there 
is one spirit untouched, and that is the 
central figure of American life, the wife 
and the mother of th® American home. 
Ponight, under the stars when the day is 
done, if, with noiseless fingers, we could 
touch the veil of the temple in the homes 
of the people— 

‘ “Those everlasting gardens, 
Where angels’ walk and 
are the wardens,’ 
we would behold the mother, pure and 
unspotted, gathering to her knees the lit- 
tle ones, white robed and clean, and we 
would hear, like incense ascending to the 
open gates, from the prairie and the 
mountain, and from mansion house and 
farm and city, over the borders of this 
mighty republic, from the myriads of 
homes, the sweetest prayer ever mur- 
mured by worshiping lips: 
***Now I lay me down to sleep, 

I pray the Lord my soul to keep; 

If I should die before I wake, 

I pray the Lord my soul to take.’ 

“Here still dwells the tmmortality of 
the republic, with its plentitude of pure 
civil life, and surely here lives, in ancient 
vigor, the true spirit of our greatness. In 
the homes of our republic is our hope of 
} civil immortality, and that hope rises tri- 

umphant over all difficulties and compli- 
cations.,’’ 

In arguing the proposition that the im- 
position of an educational franchise would 
not correct the evils from which the coun- 
try at large is suffering, Governor Me- 
Corkle said: 

“Let us illustrate by the states in this 
union which have more than others felt 
the effect of political corruption. Take 
the States of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Illinois. These have been pivot- 
al states and they have been swamped 
with money, and it is interesting to con- 
sider the effect of the illiterate vote. The 
total population of New York state at the 
census of 1890 was 4,822,392. The number 
of illiterates was 266,911, or 5.5 per cent 
of the whole population. Estimating one 
vote to every four of population, there 
were, in round numbers, 1,205,000 voters, 
and 66,000- illiterate voters. Considering 
one-third of these illiterate voters to be 
venal, which is a large proportion, there 
would be in New York state 22,000 cor- 
ruptible voters, through illiteracy, or 
bd per cent of the whole voting popu- 
lation which would be reached by the 
imposition of the franchise regulation and 
thus debarred from political life. This 
leaves the question of the effect of 22.000 
venal voters upon practically a million 
and a quarter of intelligent voters. Would 
it account for the great corruntion which 
is alleged to exist in New York state? 
This proportion does not even hold good 
at this period, for the illiterate vote is 
rapidly decreasing throughout the coun- 


the seraphs 


try. In the period between 1870 and 1890 
the illiteracy in New York state decreased 
from 7.1 per cent to 5.5 per eent. In that 
proportion of decrease the danger of the 
vote arising from illiteracy in New York 
State would be decreased to about 1 per 
cent of the whole voting population, or. 
in round numbers, to about 15,000 votes of 
her voting population of about ape and ° 
one-half millions. 

“In this regard let us consider New 
York city. There were 38,420 of illiterate 
males over 10 years of age in 1890. Of 
these we will say that there were 35,000 
voters. Allowing one-third of these to be 
considered as venal through illiteracy, 
we will have about 11,500 dangerous voters 
through illiteracy in the whole popula- 
tion of 1,210,000, or less than 1 per cent 
of the whole population of the city. 

“The population of Pennsylvania in 1890 
was 4,063,134. Its illiterate population was 
275,253, 6.8 per cent of the whole pop- 
ulation. Its voting population was 1,015,- 
000, and the illiterate voting population 
was, in round numbers, 68,000. Allowing 
one-third to be corruptible, can we ac- 
count for the debauchery of Pennsylvania 
politics by the presence of 23,964 who are 
corruptible through illiteracy out of a 
voting population of over 1,000,000? So 
with Illinois, with its voting population 
of 726,918, and its illiterate voting popula- 
tion of 38,158."’ 

Excepting also the experience of the 
south in contending with the negro prob- 
lem, Governor McCorkle established the 
proposition that the testimony of the coun- 
try at large was pronounced to the effect 
that the record of the past one hundred 
years overwhelmingly justified the princi- 
ple of universal suffrage. 

In conclusion Governor McCorkle said: 

‘‘In my home, on the banks of a sweet 
southern river, under the shadow of the 
mountains keeping their eternal watch 
and ward over the men who ceaselessly 
come and go, in the simple room where I 
read my books, stands a marble pedestal 
surmounted by a. broken slab of stone. 
Traced in its brazen binding are the mo- 
-mentous words, ‘On this stone at Mont- 
gomery, Ala., February the 18, 1861, Jef- 
ferson Davis was inaugurated president 
of the confederate states of America.’ By 
some chance of the books, I found on the 
broken, worn piece of stone the life of 
Abraham Lincoln, and from its white 
leaves there breathed, as the glory of the 
fruition of a good man’s prayer, louder 
and clearer than the relic freighted with 
the precious argosy of our tears, these 
words of encouragement to those who 
hope and believe in the immortality of our 
free institutions: ‘That government of 
the people, by the people, for the people, 
shall not perish from this earth?’ 

‘‘And may the Almighty who has glori- 
fied the republic and blessed its people 
in all of the days keep ever present 
to you of the city your faith In thése 
almost inspired words, for it is of more 
permanent value to mankind than allb.the 


jewels, the gold and the silver and the 
houses within your encircling waters.”

EMBERS of the courtmartial who 

eat recently in the state capitol 

to try the cases against Captain FE. 
E. Aldred, Lieutenant G. I. S. Watt and 
Sergeant P. H. Huff, are very anxious 
to ascertain if any one connected with 
the court has divulged the findings of 
that body. If so they would like to know 
‘the name of the officer or officers. 

The publication of the findings of a 
courtmartial prior to the action of the 
governor upon them means a leak some- 
where, which is equivalent to the viola- 
tion of an oath, and it would not be 
surprising if some members: of the 
court should insist on an investigation, 
so that the responsibility might be prop- 
erly placed. 

Every member of the court who tried 
the cases, including the judge advocate, 
was sworn at the time not to divulge 
any action of the court unless called 
upon to do so in a court of law. There 
has been no such demand made upon 
any member of the military court. When 
the findings were made by the court 
they were at once sealed and transmitted 
direct to the governor. The findings are 
still sealed and the governor himself 
does not yet know what they are. Ac- 
cording to the oaths taken, therefore, 
knowledge of them should rest only with 
the five members of the court and the 
judge advocate. 

None of the members of the court, of 
course, would say whether the published 
statement that Aldred was sentenced to 
be cashiered from the service and fined 
$25, Huff reduced to ranks and Watt rep- 
rimanded, was true or false. If true in 
whole or in part, it is not to be won- 
dered at that those members who -feel 
that a wrong has, been done should de- 
sire an investigation in order that no 
suspicion might rest upon them, 

When asked about the matter yester- 
day Governer Candle: stated that the 
findings of the court were still sealed, 
just as they had been brought to him, 
and that he had no knowledge as to 
what they were. He has not yet had 
time to go over the records in the cases, 
and will not look at the findings until he 
has read the evidence.

Through Palace Train from Chicago to 
St. Augustine Inaugurated. 


22 HOURS TO ATLANTA 


New Train Over Southern Expects 
To Divert Travel to Florida. 


OBSERVATION CAR WAS ATTACHED 


The Special Vestibule Averaged For- 
yt Miles an Hour from Chicago 
to This City. 


The attempt on the part of the raflroads 
of the south to divert a portion of the 
large winter tourist travel from the north 
to California, to Florida, has begun in 
earnest. At 9:45 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing the first “Chicago and Florida Spe- 
cial,’’ twenty-two hours out from Chica- 
go, rolled under the Atlanta carshed, on 
‘its way to St. Augustine, over the South- 
ern railway. 

The new train, which consists of a bag- 
gage, a dining, an observation car and 
three Pullman coaches, was brilliant with 
new paint and varnish, and the mam- 
moth engine of the latest pattern was 
polished like a mirror. It presented an 
imposing appearance, and was equipped 
with every accessory of luxurious travel. 
| ‘The twenty-five paid passengers aboard 
were unanimous in pronouncing the ‘“Chi- 
cago and Florida Special’’ the acme of 
comfort and speed in railroad travel. 

The train left Chicago at noon Mon- 
day, averaging forty miles an hour in its 
run to Atlanta. It arrived at St. Au- 
gustine at 8:30 o'clock yesterday evening. 
This will be its regular daily schedule 
during week days. There will be 
Sunday train out of Chicago, and conse- 
quently no train will arrive in Atlanta on 
Monday. It will leave Chicago two days 
each week via the Pennsylvania lines to 
Cincinnati, two days via the Big Four 
route, and two days via the Monon and 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton. From 
Cincinnati it will run by way of the Queen 
and Crescent to Chattanooga, and thence 
by the Southern railway and Plant sys- 
tem to Florida. 

When the flyer reached Atlanta yester- 
day morning it was met by quite a crowd 
assembled expressly to see it arrive, 
among the number being many local 
railroad men and representatives of the 
press. Assistant General Passenger 
Agent Tayloe, of the Southern, who was 
aboard, was joined at Atlanta by Brooks 
Morgan, district passenger agent. Several 
passengers embarked here for the south. 

The train arrived in charge of Conduc- 
tor W. L. Wells, with Engineer Waters 
in the cab. They were relieved here 
by Conductor Charles Weekley and En- 
gineer W. R. Smith. 

It is not only expected to divert Cal- 
ifornia travelers to Florida as winter so- 
journers, but tourists who are bound for 
the Pacific cqgast, under the new passén- 
ger arrangement, can now buy their tick- 
ets via Atlanta and other southern cities 
as cheaply as they can travel west over 
the northern routes, thereby enabling 
them to see the south and enjoy the com- 
fort of taking their long journey through 
a section blessed with a delightful winter 
climate. The result will be that thou- 
sands will be brought south who oth*r- 
wise would have taken the direct west- 
ern routes from New York and Chicago. 
The southern route will be a decided ben- 
efit to the invalid class especially.

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ROUTE DISCUSSED 


Arguments Heard by Council Commit: 
tee en Railways. 


SEVERAL OPPOSED THE LINE 


Judge Newman Declarei It Would 
Menace Lives of Children. 


FOURTH WARD PEOPLE FAVOR IT 


Committee Will Go Over Proposed 
Route Today and Will Meet To 
Consider Other Petitions. 


Parties both for and against the grant- 
ing of a franchise tu the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company on Forrest avenue from 
Peachtree street to Jackson street 4ap- 
peared before the council committee on 
electtic and other railways yesterday 
afternoon and submitted their views on 
the subject. 

Among those who favored the grant 
were Colonel W. 8S. Thomson, J. F. Beck, 
Dr. H. L. Wilson, Charles Hopkins and 
James Nutting. Judge W. T. Newman 
and J. M. Alexander both opposéd the 
granting of this franchise. A large num- 
ber of citizens livirg on the Boulevard, 
Jackson street and in that immeriiate sec- 
tion also attended the meeting. ' 

After hearing from all those who de- 
sired to speak on the matter the commit- 
tee agreed to meet again this afternoon at 
3 o'clock for the puryose of hearing ar- 
gument concerning the other petitions for 
franchises filed by the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit (Company and referred to the 
committee for consideration and report. 
It is understood that the members of the 
committee will meet today and in a body 
will go over the Fcrrest avenue route so 
as to familiarize themselves with the 
physical situation. 

Colonel Thomson was the first to speak 
yesterday. He stated he was; in favor 
of granting the franchise on Forrest ave- 
nue from Peachtree street to Jackson, 
and through to the Boulevard if Forrest 
avenue is ever extended to that thorough- 
fare. He stated he lived in that section 
of the city and he wanted car facilities 
that would brirg him into the center of 
the city by the most direct route. 

He said he opposed going down For- 
rest avenue to Piedmont .avenue and to 
turn in at that street to run through a 
negro settlement to get to Baker street 
and thence into town. He declared the 
property owners on Forrest avenue, be- 
tween Piedmont avenue and Peachtree 
street would not be damaged by having 
cars in front of their doors and should 
be willing to favor the gtant if for no 
other reason than that it would benefit 
a larce number of citizens of the sections 
farther out. 

Judge Newman Opposes Line. 

Colonel Thomson said that statistics 
would doubtless show that many people 
died because they were located too far 
away from street car lines, and were ex- 
posed to all sorts of weather when’ com- 
pelled to walk two or three blocks to get 
a car, 

Judge W.,T. Newman followed Colonel 
Thomson and stated that he represented 
those on the blocks on Forrest avenue 
tween Peachtree and Piedmont avenue 
who were opposed to granting a franchise 
for such a route. He declared the street 
was too narrow and feared that the chil- 
dren of the residents would be in serious 
danger constantly, in the event the line 
was allowed to go that way. He said 
he also objected to the line as it would 
‘injure an otherwise quiet neighborhood. 
He did not like the noise of cars in front 
of his house. 

He said he had some fine shade trees 
in his front yard and felt certain they 
would pe killed 4n the event electric 
wires were put along that street. Judge 
Newman stated that the short bdblock on 
Piedmont avenue that would be on the 
other route proposed would in a short 
time he eliminated ard new houses built 
there. He said the property did not be- 
long to the negtToes, but to severa! well 
known land owners who, he understood, 
contemplated improving. their possessions 
at an early date, 

Mr. Beck said Forrest avenue, as origi- 
nally laid out, was fifty feet wide and 
that if it was not that wide now it was 
because the thoroughfare had been en- 
croached upon. Judge Newman stated 
that it was not the residents that had 
encroached upon the street; that the city 
laid its curbing and should know how 
wide its streets should be. Dr. H. L. Wil- 
son addressed the committee in favor of 
the grant, stating that to put a line 
through would be to enhance the values 
of property in all that section of the 
city. 

He declared he knew of real estate 
transactions that had been made with the 
express understanding that that part of 
the city would be given additional car 
facilities. He said the city was annual- 
ly losing thousands of ‘dollars in taxes 
because property was not being improved 
as it should be.

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SAYS AUGUSTUS DU PONT 


Hon. Augustus Du Pont, of Clinch coun- 
ty, chairman of the board of presidential 
electors for the state of Georgia, is in 
the city for several days. Mr. Du Pont 
presided over the meeting of the state 
electors on Monday, having been unani- 
mously chosen for that position. 

Mr. Du Pont is one of the most active 
men in south Georgia, and has contributed 
much to the material development of that 
part of the state. The rapid growth 
which is shown by the census just taken, 
has not been exceeded by any section of 
the southern states, if, indeed, by any 
part of the country, “and we have just 
begun,”’ said Mr. Du Pont yesterday. 

“South Georgia presents a fleld of il- 
limitable resources, and the census of ten 
years hence will make even a better 
showing for that part of Georgia than 
the census just announced. Our people 
have prospered as they have never pros- 
pered before. They are building cotton 
factories and railroads, developing all 
their material resources and turning their 
energy into capital at such a rapid rate 
as to attract the attention of the whole 
country. Mark my ward, the time is 
coming, and that before very long, when 
Valdosta, in the heart of the wire grass, 
will be the second city in population in 
Georgia, and if it continues to grow as it 
has during the past few years, Atlanta 
had better look out for the first place 
before manv decades.’’ 

Mr. Du Pont is known as one of the 
most popular men in his section of the 
State. Though contrary to the Knights 
of Pythias regulations to name a lodge 
after any living person, the members of 
the lodge at Du Pont insisted in 1892 on 
naming it Augustus Du Pont Lodge No. 
60, Knights of Pythias, in his honor. Two 
years ago, when the confederate vet- 
erans organized their camp there they

Of Clinch, Who Presided Over the 
Georgla Electoral College.

named it for him, Augustus Du Pont 
Camp No. 1225, United Confederate Vet- 
erans, and recently they named him as 
their c@mmander, though he is not a vet- 
eran, having been too young to take part 
in the war. When he was at college in 
Virginia in 1878 he reorganized an old 
ante-bellum company, was examingd by a 
military board, specially appointed by the 
governor and commissioned captain at the 
age of eighteen. When he was twenty 
years old he graduated from the law 
school of the university of lowa in a elass 
of 104, was examined by the supreme 
court of Iowa and was also admitted to 
the. United States district court by Judge 
Love, of Keokuk. He practiced only about 
three years at Nashville, Tenn., and not 
liking the profession, gave it up and 
moved to Georgia. He was specially 
honored by Governor Taylor, of Tennes- 
see, when he was commissioner to the 
Nashville exposition from this state. 


POLITICAL POINT OF VIEW 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 
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General Clement A. Evans was back 
at his desk in the office of the prison com- 
mission yesterday after a three weeks’ 
trip to Mexico. General Evans is looking 
well and greatly enjoyed his vacation. 
Speaking of his trip he sald: 

“My general impressions about the city 
and the republic of Mexico are all favor- 
able. It appears to me that we have a 
valuable national] neighbor and while our 
ecuntry is in all respects superior, yet 
the commercial advantages to ourselves 
from our nearness to Mexico are so great 
that we should show to that nation a 
very liberal and friendly spirit. The pres- 
ident, General Diaz, is a wise, strong, 
patriotic ruler. Under his administration 
for twenty years the reforms in educa- 
tion, in the military and penal systems 
and in the national progress of the coun- 
try through railroads, telegraph, electric 
lighting and street railroad, have been 
really remarkable. Other reforms of so- 
clal conditions are in view and these are 
essential to the further advancement of 
the republic. 

‘‘All Mexico is curlously beautiful and 
often grand in physical features. The 
whole country seems to have been spe- 
cially made for the habitation of a great 
people. But Mexicansghave more defects 
than their land. The people will have to 
be lifted up to the level of their situation, 
for they are far below it. Many of their 
ideas of chivalry, courage, patriotism and 
general morality are bad. Mexico can 
never be a great people as long as the 
killing of a bull in « ring by a padded 
matador is regatded as the acme of the 
chivalrous spirit, nor as long as pulque 
is used to drown their energies, and the 
monte and roulette table is open within 
fiftv feet of the church door, nor as long 
as they are satisfied with adobe huts and 
cheap, scant, showy clothing. This defect 
is seen by every stranger, but you must 
not suppose that all Mexicans are of the 
same class. There is a growing upper 
class who are gradually removing this 
reproach from their nation.

Mr. Alexander spoke against the grant, 
Stating that there was another, and equal- 
ly as desirable route, which the road 
could ‘ss@ure without going upon the 
two blocks between Peachtree and Pied- 
mont avenue. He declared if the Forrest 
avenue route was the only way he would 
not object to it. Colonel Thomson again 
addressed the committee, as he stated, 
to answer several cquéstions that had 
been sprung by the other gentlemen ap- 
pearing before the committee. “He said 
he had found that the existence of elec- 
tric railways on streets di not tend to 
kill the trees along the line. 

In advocating the Forrest avenue route 
he said the citizens would consider it a 
‘big card to know that a United States 
judge resided on the line.”” Judge New- 
man interrupted him to ask if he was not 
a member of the council committee that 
a year ago turned down the application 
of the car company to go on Forrest ave- 
nue and recommended that the road go 
another way. Colonel Thomson admit- 
ted that he was, and gave as an explana- 
tion that he had then opposed it because 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
would not Tun out to his section of the 
city. 

“Tl did oppose it,’ said he, “because 
they would not give the fourth ward what 
we wanted, and as a representative of 
that ward I was not bound to do any 
more for them than my oath required.” 
Mr. Nutting made an appeal for the 
Forrest avenue line in behalf of the wo- 
men and children of that section of the 
city. Judge Newman asked him if he lived 
on that street. He said he did not, but 
was interested in 398 feet of porperty on 
Forrest avenue. ‘You are not married 
and have no children,” said Judge New- 
man, “so I don’t know what women and 
children in whose behalf you are advo-

The 
commissioners have simply exonerat- 
ed the policemen of a charge that I 
never made against them. When I 
presented my charges to the police 
board, they specified that the mayor 
had been laying around the race track 
drinking, and that certain policemen 
had been gambling on the races. 

“TI was called on to give the names 
of these policemen, and this I did. 
I also gave the names of ' witnesses. 
The names of the policemen whom I 
charged with gambling are now on 
file. When I submitted these names 
the board realized that it was in a 
hole, and {t has been trying to stratch 
out. The commissioners took advan- 
tage of my Illness and have scratched 
out. They do this by passing a, reso- 
lution exonerating the policemen from 
the charge of drinking. which charge 
they well know I never made. 

“The commissioners and the news- 
papers have endeavored to leave the 
impression that I never furnished the 
board with any names, and I want to 
place myself in the right light before 
the public. I want this community to 
know that I did present the board 
with the names of certain policemen, 
whom I charged with gambling on the 
races. The commissioners have sim- 
ply ignored the charge and the names 
presented. 

“The report in the papers in ref- 
erence to the action of the board was 
incorrect, in that it stated that the 
resolution of eéxoneration 4was passed, 
as I had failed to furnish the names 
of any of the policemen. I simply 
desire that my side of this matter be 
Stated correctly.’’

STAKE IN KANSAS 


Cont'nued from First Page. 


seemed not to have the slightest effect 
on Alexander. When he talked his 
voice was steady. He spoke with the 
resignation of a man who saw only be- 
fore him death and was prepared to 
meet it. 

When he had finished talking a move 
was made for a large cottonwood tree 
in the northeast corner of the courthouse 
yard. The negro was backed up against 
it and a chain was hunted for. One 
could not be found, and while they wait- 
ed, Alexander was given another chance 


to confess. 
“BURN HIM!’ CRIED MOB. 


“My God, men!” he cried, in his ag- 
ony. “I have told you that I am innocent. 
I can’t tell you any more. I did not do 
it.’’ 

‘‘He lies!’”” ‘“‘Burn him!” cried the mob. 

“Take him where he committed the 
murder!”’ suggested one. 

The suggestion met with instant ap- 
proval, and the crowd, carrying the ne- 
gro, pushed on for Fourth street. There 
were many wagons standing about, and 
into one of these they threw him. The 
wagon was immediately followed on the 
run by the crowd. 

At 5:15 o’clock Alexander was brought 
to the scene of the murder of Pearl 
Forbes, at Lawrence avenue and Spruce 
street. The exact spot where the mur- 
dered girl was found was located and 
there a semi-circle was formed. Alexan- 
der was brought up in a wagon with a 
dozeh men. . The wagon was stopped in 
front of the ravine and surrounded by 
the crowd. The leader of the men who 
held Alexander called for silence. The 
roar ceased, and Alexander was shoved 
forward for the crowd to gaze at,’ A 
howl went up which was quickly hushed 
as the prisoned raised his shackled hands 
and began to speak. Twice he started 
and the crowd drowned his trembling 
voice. 

“You are going to kill me, whatever I 
say,’’ he said. ‘“‘but you men are wrong. 
I want to tell you right now you've got 
the wrong man. I did not do that, and 
some day you men will run up against 
the man who did. I know it ain’t any 
use to say so, for you’re going to kill 
me; but I didn't do it!’’ 

The men standing behind him shoved 
him from the wagon and the roar from 
the crowd drowned every other sound. 
The negro was quickly driven down the 
embankment to the pile of wo@d with 
his hands shackled, and there bound to 


the stake. 
PREPARING THE HOLO- 


FOR 
CAUST. 

Long before the wagon containing the 
doomed man arrived at the place, a crowd 
had gathered. Many carried rails and 
boards. Several seized railroad rails and 
carried them to the ravine. 

The first thing done was to plant the 
railroad iron upright in the mud. This 
was made fast to cross irons firmly bound 
to the upright iron with wire. Around 
the stake wood and boards were piled. 
To this the man was dragged and chained 
in a standing position to the upright 
railroad iron. Chains and irons were 
wrapped about him, and, with his hands 
still shackled, coal oil was poured over 
him and the match applied. 

Before the match was applied John 
Forbes, the father of Pearl Forbes, 
stepped up to Alexander and said: 

“Are you guilty of murdering my daugh- 
ter?’’ 

“I don’t know what you have me here 
for,’’ said the doomed man. 

Forbes replied: 

“For killing my girl on this very spot.”’ 

‘“‘Mr. Forbes, if that’s your name, you 
have the wrong man.” 

“Burn him! Burn him!” cried the crowd. 

“Gentlemen, you've got lots of tjme,”’ 
said Alexander. 

“You're burning an innocent man. You 
took advantage of me. You gave me 
no show. Can I see my mother?’ 

A man in the crowd called for the moth- 
er, but she was not in the crowd. He 
then said: 

‘Will you let me shake hands with all 
my friends?’’ 

“You have no friends in this crowd, 
you damned beast!’’ said one of the men 
in charge of the negro. 

“If you have anything to say, do so in 
a hurry.’’ 

Another man then stepped up and said 
to Alexander: ' 

““Make your peace with God, nigger, for 
you will surely die.’’ 

WRITHED AS HE BURNED. 

Coal oil was then applied for the second 
time, and while it was being done, Alex- 
ander called td’ friends in the crowd and 
told them goodby. He did not seem to 
realize that he was to be burned at the 
stake and talked rationally unt! John 
Forbes, the father of the murdered girl, 
lighted the match. Again Alexander was 
asked to make a confession, but he re- 
plied that he had nothjng to say. As the 
flames leaped about him Alexander turned 
ghastly pale. He clasped his hands to- 
gether and began) to swing to and fro, 
while the crowd yelled. In less than five 
minutes he was hanging Iimp and lifeless 
by the chains that bound him. As soon 
as the crowd saw that life was extinct 
it began slowly to disperse. There were 
hundreds of the morbid, however, who 
stayed. 

Men kept piling on wood all the time un- 
til about 7 o’clock, when the flames were 
allowed to die down. From 6 to 8 
o’clock there was a continuous stream of 
people going to the scene of the burning. 
These were persons who had been unable 
to'get away from their work in the after- 
noon, but were determined not to miss 
seeing the awful spectacle.

Many citizens, among them the father 
of Pearl Forbes, addressed the crowd, 
counseling that the law be allowed to 
take its course. They urged that the 
renitentiary was strongly guarded, and 
that an attempt to reach the negro would 
result in the death of many innocent peo- 
ple. The speakers were hooted at and 
ridicvled, but after midnight most of the 
crowd dispersed. 

Many, however, remained about the 
prison walls all night, and coday their 
numbers swelled with each hour. Later, 
when it became known that Sheriff Ever- 
hardy, of Leavenworth, would come for 
the prisoner the mob increased in size 
rapidly, and became go formidable that 
Governor Stanley, in response to a tele- 
gram from Warden Tecmlinson, ordered 
two companies of militia to be in readi- 
ness to start for Leavenworth at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Governor Stanley ordered 
Warden Temlinson to refuse to turn 
Alexander over to the sheriff unless he 
agreed in writing to protect him. Siort- 
ly after noon Sheriff Everhardy and his 
deputies started to the peniteniiary, de- 
termined to bring the negro to Leaven- 
worth for ls trial. The fact was soon in 
the mouths of hundreds of people along 
ihe line, and they hurried to the scene. 

The assault and murder of Pearl Forbes 
occurred on November 6th, last. Miss 
Forbes, who was twenty years of age, 
cas employed in candy factory. She 
had started from work at 6 o’clock, walk- 
ing, as was her custom. She failed to 
reach home that night, and her body was 
found in a ravine near her home on the 
following mgrning. Marks on her throat 
indicated that she had been murdered by 
strangulation, and the surroundings gave 
evidence of a terrible struggle. She had 
first been assaulted. The scene of this 
crime was but a few biocks distant from 
the spot where Alexander ettacked Miss 
Roth, and Alexander, when arrested, was 
accused of both offenses. In the peniten- 
tlary he was sweated severely in an ef- 
fort to make him admit the Forbes crime, ° 
but he steadfustly insisted that he had 
nothing to do with it. 

Miss Forbes was the daughter of Wil- 
liam Forbes, a contracting carpenter.

should do. Governor Stanley condemns 
Sheriff Everhardy. of Leavenworth, in 
unmeasured terms. He says the sheriff 
should be made to make suitable retri- 
bution if such a thing would be possi- 
ble. 

“The sheriff of Leavenworth is either 
a despicable scoundrel or a despicable 
coward,” said the govetnor, tonight. 
“There was no reason in the world why 
the negro should not have been protected\ 
to the last. The ‘whole militia power 
of the state would have been devoted to 
that effort and the sheriff knew it all the 
time. 

“T ordered the militia of Lawrence and 
Topeka to be ready and they would have 
been sent to thé scene of the trouble the 
minute the sheriff would say he needed 
them, 

“The warden of the penitentiary had 
no right to keep Alexander there, as he 
had been convicted of no crime. But the 
life of the negro should have been pre- 
served at all hazards. and it is to the 
lasting shame of the great state of Kan- 
sas that such an infamous proceeding 
should have been allowed to take place, 
within a few miles of the capital city. 

‘“‘What makes the disgrace to the state 
more galling than ever is the fact that 
we had ample militia forces with which 
(fe terrible tragesly could thave been 
averted. Tbe sheriff is to blame and no- 
body else. Things like this have hap- 
pened in the south many times, but they 
do not seem so horrible there as they do 
here, where nothing of the kind had ever 
been thought of.’’

It was also agreed to strictly 
a nine-hour day. Heretofure some of the 
trinting offices have worked their men 
ten and sometimes eleven or twelve hours 
a day. 

Under the agreement, the employing 
printers promise to see that a practiect 
apprenticeshir system is adopted, ard 
that their apprentices are properly in- 
structed. 

The union, on its part, agrees that none 
of its members shall work in the office of 
ron-members of the Employing Printers’ 
Association. 

The most important, provision of the 
‘greement was a clause providing for the 
eettiement of anv differences thet may 
hereafter arise hetween employers and 
employees by arbitration. A board of ar- 
bitration was created to consist of one 
member each from the Typographical, 
Web Pressmen'r, Job Pressmen’s anil 
Stereotypers’ “Jniens. The arbitrators 
ate given plenary power, and hoth sides 
covenant to stand by their de7ision. 

Federation hall was crowded to the 
doors when the mecting was called to 
ordér shortly after 6 o’cloek. Many. em- 
ploying printers were present, and 
Messrs. LaHatte, Bennett, Foote, Davies 
and Tivrd, of their associaticn, made 
talks full) sf the spirit of harmony and 
common sence suggestions. Assemblv- 
man Housten spoke for the union print- 
ers. The utmost scod feeling prevailed, 
and it was evident that both sides re- 
gerded the new order of things as the be- 
ginning of tetter conditions for all con- 
cerned. 

The egzreement was read section by arc- 
tion, with little discussion, and adopted 
rnanimovely. 

At the close of the meeting, 102 non- 
wnion ‘applicants for membershin took

A Land of Prosperity, Says Commis- 
sioner O. B. Stevens,

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MOULTRIE’S RAPID GROWTH 


Town Has Grown from a Population 
of One Hundred to Three Thou- 
sand in Ten Years. 


Commissioner O. B. Stevens, of the de- 
partment of agriculture, who has just 
returned from a trip through the southern 
part of the state, is highly gratified by 
the results of his investigations there. 

‘T have just returned from a week's 
trip in all southern Georgia,’’ he said yes- 
terday. ‘The country is in fine condi- 
tion. The people are prosperous and con- 
tented, I had occasion to stop over at 
Moultrie, Colquitt county, for a day, and 
while there went out into the country 
just to inform myself as to what was go- 
ing on, Ten years ago the population of 
Colquitt county was 1,900 people, today it 
is 13,636. This shows the rapid growth in 
population, Moultrie, the county site of 
Colquitt county, ten years ago had a pop- 
niation of less than 100 people; today it is 
a magnificent little city with upward of 
3,60 people; has entering into the town 
three railroads: has a (fine system of 
waterworks and the town is supplied 
with artesian water, It also has a 
fine system of electric lights, one flourish- 
ing bank, another organized to be started 
gome time this spring. They are just 
eompleting a.cotton factory which cost 
$100,000. 

‘Moultrie is situated on the Ocklocknee 
river, which furnishes plenty of pure, free- 
stone water for all purposes of the city. 
It has large planing mills, sawmilles, grist 
mills and a number of other manufac- 
tories, a fine system of public schools, 
something upward of 350 children now in 
achool, good churches, Presbyterian, 
Methodist and Baptist: in fact, the whole 
town looks like a small city. 

This town heretofore has been supported 
by the turpentine and lumber business, 
which wi!l continue for some fifteen years 
yet. These lands from which the timber 
is taken are being put into cultivation. 
long staple cotton, as well as short, 
grows luxuriantly. I saw a number of 
acres-of land that wil] produce one bale 
of long staple cotton to the acre. It is 
the home of sugar cane, sweet potatoes, 
melons of all kinds, veretables, grain, 
peas, etc, In nearly all parts of the 
county it is healthy exce~t in the north- 
ern part. I saw for sale there 4,000 acres 
of land that is perfectly beautiful, level, 
but never overflows with water; rich, 
loamy, dark soll, with clay foundation, 
all covered with dark pebble, which is re- 
garded as the most productive land in 
that section of the country, This land can 
be bought for $2.00 an acre in the woods, 
while the same grade of land in middle 
or north Georgia brings from $10 to $15 
pér acfte, There is aiso plenty of tim- 
ber and fence-land, Stoek of all kinds 
fe well there, cattle, hogs and sheep, 
The natural grasses are sufficient to main-

BAKER HAS NEW. 
LEASE ON LIFE 


Governor Grants Fifth Respite 
to Wife Murderer, 


COMMUTATION WAS REFUSED 


Governor Declined To Reduce the 
Sentence to Life Imprisvnment, 
and Now Baker’s Attorueys 
Have Arplied to Prison 
Commission. 


‘This beats the record,”’ Governor 
Candler said yesterday. as he signed the 
fifth respite for James L. Baker, the 
convicted wife-murderer, 

Baker was to have been hanged on 
Friday of this week, but the question of 
his sanity is pending before the superior 
court, the case having recently resulted 
in a mistrial, 

Now Baker gets a further lease on life 
until March ist, in order that full time 
may be given to prove or disprove the 
claim that he is insane, At the request 
of Baker's aétorneys, the governor yes- 
terday signed the reapite as follows: 
STATE OF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

Atlanta, January 16, |901,—To the Sheriff 
of Fulton Cotinty: Whereas James L, Baker 
was convicted at the spring term, 1{900, of 
the superior court of Fulton county of the 
crime of murder and sentenced to be hanged, 
and 

Whereas an inquisition has been ordered upon 
the question of the sanity of the said Baker. 
in the manner prescribed by law, which is 
now pending in the criminal branch of the 
superior court of Fulton county, and cannot 
be disposed of before the day set for the ex- 
ectition of the said James L. Baker, to-wit: 
Friday, the {8th day of January, 190], 

Now, therefore you, the said sheriff of Ful- 
ton county are hereby commanded to delay 
and postpone the execution of the said James 
L. Baker until] Friday, the first day of March, 
190!, on which day in the absence of any 
legal order directing the contrary, you will 
proceed to do execution upon the body of the 
said James I..

SEALED VERDICT 
IS BROUGHT IN 


Jury in Looney Case Completed Its 
Work Yesterday. 


EVIDENCE WAS DAMAGING 


-- 


Looney Charged That He Was Perse- 
cuted by His Enemies. 


MANY WITWESSES WERE IMTRODUCED 


Blankenship Testified That He Had 
on Several Qocasions Taken 
Stolen Goods to Looney. 


Private Detective David 8. Looney, 
charged with complicity with J. M. 
Blankenship in the theft of articles from 
the wholesale house of Everett, Ridley, 
Ragan company, was placed on trial yes- 
terday morning before Judgé John 8. 
Candler in the criminal superior court, on 
the charge of larceny. There are several 
indictments against Looney connecting 
him with the same offense, but the state 
only placed him on trial on one, an in- 
dictment charging him with the larceny 
of a pair of shoes. 

The case was cenciuded and was in the. 
jury’s hands by 3 o'clock. After the jury 
had been out for several minutes, Judge 
Candler directed that a sealed verdict 
be returned, and that it be presented to 
the court this morning. The verdict was 
reached yesterday afternoon, but will be 
held over until this morning. . 

Several witnesses, including Bisagpken- 
ship, were placed on the stand to prove 
that Looney had received a pair of shoes 


from Biankenship. 
The defense introduced testimony 
and rested their side of the case with the 


statement of Looney. The defendant de- 
nied that he had received anything from 
Blankenship, with the exception of two 
neckties, and he charged that his prose- 
cution was persecution by his enemies. 

Looney was represented by Attorney 
John Clay Smith, while Solicitor Charlie 
Hill appeared for the state. When the 
case was called Attorney Smith asked for 
a continuance on the grounds that he had 
not had sufficient time to prepare the 
case. Judge Candler, however, ordered 
thé case to proceed, as he thought it was 
Looney'‘s fault if he had not employed an 
attorney in time to arrange his case. 

Willis Ragan, Captain Everett and 
Howard Calloway, of the firm, testified 
to the disavpearance of goods from the 
store. but they did not know the identity 
of the thief. Charlie @alone, another 
also connected with the house, testified 
that he had followed Blankenship on two 
occasions, and had seen him go into the 
Brown bullding with articliea from the 
store. Tooney’s office is located in this 
building. 

Blankenship was placed on the stand 
and admitted his guilt. He said Looney 
would tell him what to get from the store. 
Attorney Smith asked him if Looney 
knew he was stealing. The witness re- 
plied that he knew he was not able to 
buy the things. He also stated that Loo- 
n*y wanted a hat before Christmas and 
told him to get it for him. He said he 
told Looney that the store did not keep 
hats, and that T.ooney then told him to 
buy a hat from Hirsch Bros. This was 
done. The articles that Looney ig ac- 
cused of having received are the follow- 
ing: One and a half dozen men's half 
hose, two fascinators, one silk muffler, 
two pairs of suspenders, half dozen hand- 
kerchiefs, two white shirts, two under- 
shirts, three napkins and one necktie. 

When the state closed Looney went on 
the stand and made his statement. He 
stated that he had made many enemies 
during his career as a detective, and that 
these enemies were simply persecuting 
him. He denied that he received the 
shoes, and said that he had only received 
two ties from Blankenship, and that these 
were given to him as a present. Blank- 
enship, he said. wanted to give him.a hat 
for a present, but that he told him to give 
it to some one else. He said that on one 
occasion he had ‘procured a pags for 
Blankenship to North Carolina. 

Solicitor Hill and Attorney Smith then 
made their argument to the jury, and 
Judge Candler delivered his charge. 
Among other things the judge charged 
that if Looney had received the shoes, 
with the knowledge that they were stolen. 
he was just as guilty as Blankenship. He 
alsQ@ charged that if the jury believed 
that Blankenship had given the shoes to 
Looney, then the fact that Looney had 
denied this allegation should be consid- 
ered against the defendant.

The Market Generally Gave Way in 
the Late Dealings in Sympathy 
with the Steel Stocks.

New York, Janvary 15.—There was a very 
confusing mixture of sentiment in the stock 
market today. The steel stocks proved the 
senvation of the day and their wide and er- 
ratic finctuations were convincing evidence of 
the unseitled frame of mind among the steel 
intereats. ‘There’ was some early weakness fn 
the group in spite of an opening rise of 3% in 
National Tube. and of 2 points in Tin Plate, 
but the whole group became stronger later an 
rose on an average between |! anl 2 points 
over last night.

s) that the 8 per cent divilend was far in ex- 
cess of the most sanguine estimate. Some rell- 
ing to realize by insiders was to b> expected, 
but the survrising fact was that the buying 
attracted by the large disbursement was quite 
insignificant and entirely inade:;uate to ab- 
scrb the realizing. The more moderate con- 
jectures as to future favorable developments 
in other steel stocks made speculators feel 


that their movement on good news was likely 


to be similarly disapnointing. The hears were 
not slow to take advantage or this frame of 
tnind. Their eclling forced an extreme decline 
of 6% in Federal Steel, accompanied by a ru- 
mor that today’s declaration would be simply 
a quarterly one of 1%; per cent, omitting the 
expected lump dividend of 5 per cent. After 
the close of the market a 5 per cent dividend 
was declared. Steel and Wire was forced down 
4% end National Steel, Smelting, Steel Hédop, 
Cctorado Fuel and National Tube from 2 to 3 
points. The episode is by some regarded as re- 
flecting the impression produced ty the ut- 
terances and projects of the country’s leading 
steel magnate. To the same influence was 
perhaps traceable the weakness of the trunk 
line railroad stocks, the magnates projects be- 
ing reported to igglude the construction of a 
railroad Mee fro Chicago to the seaboard 
by way of Pittsburg ‘n order te secure satis- 
factory freight rates for himself.

Mrs. Dickson Talks Interestingly 
of the Coming Social Evenxt. 
Daughters of the Amer'- 

' ean Revolution 
Meet. 


T a large meeting of the four At- 
A usta chapters, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, yesterday 
morning at the home of Mrs. John Mar- 
shall Slaton, reports were read from the 
various chapter committees in charge of 
the twentieth century bazaar, which will 
bein February 4th, lasting for ome week. 
Mrs. William Dickson presided at the 
meeting, having been appointed when the 
movement was inaugurated as executive 
officer in charge. To a reporter of The 
Constitution Mrs. Dickson gave a most 
interesting account of the plan upon 
which the proposed enterprise will be 
conducted, and the object for which it 
will be giver. . 
“TI was appointed by the state regent,” 
said Mrs. Dickson, ‘‘to take charge of the 
movement to secure in Georgia a fund 
for the Continental hall, and at the meet- 
ing of the four Atlanta chapters called 
some weeks ago, I was asked to take 
charge of the twentieth century bazaar, 
by which the Atlanta Daughters are to 


secure their part toward the fund. Al-., 


though I had determined to spend the 
months of January and February in Flor- 
ida, my interest in our ‘patriotic work is 
s0 great that I have given up my irip to 
do what I can in co-operation with the 
members of Atlanta's four chanters.” 

Mrs. Dickson is one of the charter mem- 
bers of the Atlanta chapter, D. A. R., 
and was a delegate to the first continental 
congress of the organization, and since 
then has attended always in an official 
capacity. She has béen deeply interested 
in the work and has had every office 
within the giving of the state organiza- 
tion, including that of ‘vice president gen- 
eral, twice state regent and twice regent 
of the Atlanta chapter. 

When asked for the plan of the pro- 
posed bazaar, Mrs. Dickson explained: “‘l 
have always felt that in asking the pub- 
lic to contribute to a public or patriotic 
cause that we should, if possible, com- 
‘pensate our contributions ‘in .some ‘way. 
It is generally the same people whq.con- 
tribute to all of Atlanta’s enterprises, and 
yet those who do not give reap,-as, well, 
the benefits. It was in view of thYs fact 
that I-warmly endorsed the plan of what 
“*has been given in other cities, under the 
»hame of commercial bazaars... That is, 
every contributor will have his repre+ 
sentative in the series of beautiful exhib- 
its we will present. 

“For instance, instead of single articles 
for sale or for raffle, the exhibits will 
consist of firm or corporation exhibits, 
and these, I can assure you, will be on 
the most beautiful scale. We will sell 
the space or privilege for these, the 
“amount of space being according to that 
required by the exhibitor, while to him 
will be Jeft entirely the form or method 
of exhibit. 

“For instance, through the ladies of the 
drug committee, one of our leading drug- 
gists has applied for space enough fora 
fountain of perfume, a carriage manufac- 
turer has paid $100 for the privilege of ex- 
hibiting his most up to date equipages, 
our leading florists have secured space 
for the exhibition of potted plants, as 
well as cut flowers, our leading modistes 
will display models of their artistic handi- 
work, and there will be the history of 
millinery told by one of our enterprising 
milliners, who will demonstrate the modes 
of centuries in a_ series of headgear, 
showing as a climax that most up to 
date, 

“In fact I think I am safe in saying,”’ 
continued Mrs. Dickson, “that we will 
have a miniature exposition, with a rep- 
resentative or object lesson in every 
branch of commerce. 

“We will charge no admittance, and 
every evening there will be some brilliant 
‘feature. of entertainment, including the 
best music. One evening will be in com- 
or to the military, the governor's 
staff. to be among those to assist Mrs. 
LouHe Gordon, who has been appointed 
chairman of the evening. 

“Mrs. Henry Tomnkins, Mrs. Mae Allen 
Marsh and Mrs. Linton Hopkins will have 
charge of a ‘Janice Meredith’ evening, 
when all the Jadies will appear in modes 
of revolutionary times. 

“A spelling bee between the Sons of 

the Revolution is another source of 
amusement bing arranged, and then 
-there will be the ‘tableaux vivantes,’ for 
which Mr. J. T. Doonan has kindly do- 
nated the use of his store on ‘the lower 
floor of the Gate City Guard’s armory. 

Our most beautiful women will pose in 
these tableaux, which will be presented 
in the most artistic form. 

“We will have a restaurant, in which 
the four chapters will do their part to- 
ward making its conduct a successful 
one,” 

When asked to define the plans of the 
proposed Continental hall, for the ob- 
ject of which the bazaar is to be given.

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in which the records of the country’s 
history may be preserved. 

“A park has been offered us for this 
purpose in Washington,” she said, ‘“‘the 
site contemplated being between the 
white house and the proposed Memorial 
bridge. 

“Already over $60,000 for that purpose 
is in our national treasury and at our 
forthcoming ocdngress we anticipate the 
fund will reach almost a hundred thou- 
sand. 

“Then, too, you know a part of the pro- 
ceeds of our bazaar will go toward tle 
erection of the Oglethorpe monument in 
Savannah. 

“Do I not think that when we are stil! 
behind in state monuments that we 


ought to keep all our money at home? 
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No, 1 do, not take that view of it. There 
are.no sectional feelings -in our organt- 
zations, and Georgia, the Empire State 
of the South, could fot hold: back in -do- 
ing her part toward the great nafional 
monument that the Continental haji will

“Again when we have been in need of 
funds, we have not knocked on. the door 
of the national treasury “and been 
refused recognition. Last year the na- 
tional congress voted to Georgia from 
their treasury $25,000 for the purpose of 
preserving ‘Meadow Garden,’ in Augusta, 
Ga., the home of George Walton, one of 
Georgia’s signers of the declaration of

ATLANTA IS THE GATEWAY. 


Action of Seaboard Air-Line Means 
Another Trans-Continental 
Flyer for Atlanta. 

One of the first official acts of General 
Passenger Agent R. E. L. Bunch, of the 
Seaboard Air Line, was to abrogate the 
joint circular issued by his line and the 
Plant system last fall, refusing an inter- 
change of passenger traWic fgom the At- 
lantic, Virginia and Western railway, con- 
stituting the Jacksonville end of the 
Dixie Flyer route, which operates dou- 
ble daily service between Chicago, St. 

Louis and Jacksonville. 

When Mr. Bunch was confronted with 
this very important proposition he quick- 
ly grasped the magnitude of it, and yes- 
terday notified the Plant system by wire 
that beginning at once he would .accept 
all passengers and baggage deliverea 
them by the Dixie Flyer route at’ Jack- 
sonville, Fla. This makes it possible and 
very probable that at an early date there 
will be a through train from Chicago 
and St. Louis to Tampa via the Seaboara 
Air Line from Jacksonville. This wil

Thomas Chapman, 40 years old, a man 
of family and some means, convicted of 
arson in Hall county and sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment, came to At- 
lanta yesterday and gave himself up to 
Governor Candler. 

Chapman’s method of placing himself 
in the hands of the authorities was 
unique, to say the least. However, Chap- 


man belongs to the same county as the 
governor, and he doubtless thought it the 
proper thing to turn himself over to the 
chief executive. 

“But why didn’t you surrender yourself 
to the sheriff?’’ the governor asked, and 
then Chapman grew profane. 

“Oh, d—n the sheriff,”” was his abrupt 
and brisque reply. “I wanted to come 
here.”’ 

The governor then took Chapman over 
to the office of the prison commission and 
he was sent out to the Chattahoochee 
camp to begin his term of service. 

Chapman was convicted of arson at 
Gainesville last year, and given the mini- 
mum penalty of two years. His case was 
appealed to the supreme court, and pend- 
ing the appeal he was at liberty on bond. 
The supreme court refused a new trial, 
and when the remittitur reached Gaines- 
ville Chapman was nowhere to be found. 
His bond was estreated and it seems he 
heard it was about to be forfeited.
